AR General Aſferibly havigg heard and conſidered the 
Opinionsof theſeveral Preshyrries;in rolation tothe Fegu- 
ning of the Commiffions of the General Aſſemblies, return⸗- 
edto them, in Obedience to the 167 Act of the laſt Aſſem- 
bly, did, in purfttance theredf, after full Reaſoning and ma- 
wre e , as follows: viz. The General At- 
{mbly confidering how much it concerns the Good of the 
Church, that any Commiffions which may be found need- 
ful tobe granted by this, and ſu bſequent General Aſſemblies, 
be duely regulate; Do therefore Appoint and Ordain, chat in 
ime coming, the whole f resbytries of this National Church be 
equally repreſented in Commiſſions, and that their Repre- 
ſentation be proportional to the Number of Miniſters thut 
weincach Presbytry , the Old Miniſters who were Ordain- 
el before the Year 1662 being always Superaumeraty ; And 
ſeklike that two of three of the Members of the General Aſ- 
&mbly in each Synod, be appointed as a Committee to ame 
the Members of the Commiſſion, and that the whole Reproſer- 
tatives of Presby tries in the ſeveral Sy nods at the Aſſembly, do 
meet by themſelves , and name their reſpeQive Members of 
the {aid Committee; and it is hereby declared, that it ſhall 
beftee to any Member of the Aſſembly to attend the ſaid 
Committee if they think fit. And the General Aſſembly 
tees Appoint the Expences of the ſaids Commiſſioners to he 
born, and defrayed by the ſeveral Presbytries which they 
Repreſent, according to the Number of the Days of their 
Attendance, and that their Presbytries rake care toſupply

HE General Aſſembly took to their ſerious conſiders. | 
1 tion, the Lybel raiſed at the inſtance of John Bi, 
Agent for the Kirk, againſt Mr. John Hepburn Miniſter or 
the Goſpel, before the Commiſſion of the late General Aſſem. 
bly, and by them referred to this Aſſembly; His Confeſſions 
of the chief Articles thereof, contained in his Anſwers Sub. 

ſeribed with his hand, his Judicial Acknowledgements beſore 
the ſaid Commiſſion, all which were Read before this Aſſem. 
bly; As alſo his Judicial Acknowledgements before this 
Aſſembly : And in particular, finding, That he aſſerted that 
Communicating with Perſons Scandalons, made theſe that 
Communicat with them, guilty of Unworthy Communicat. 
ing, That he neither has diſpenſed the Holy Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper to others, nor partaken thereof himſelf, for 
more than Sixteen Years, that both at Galſton, Fenwick, Lou. 
doun and Calder, which are all planted Pariſhes, he has Prezch. 7 
ed without Warrand, or Invitation from the Miniſters there. 
of : And has Baptiſed Children in ſome of them without Te. 
ſtimonials from the Miniſter or Elders; And has alſo Married 
perſons in thoſe and other places without orderly Proclamati. 
on, That he did intrude into the Paroch of Balmag hit, after | 
the late Minifter thereof Mr. John Mackmillen was Depoſed, 
and accuſed the Presbytry who Depoſed him, of raſhneſs and 
precipitancy in their Sentence, and declared that he thought 
himſelfobliged to teſtify againſt it, both by Word and Deed: | 
And that he alſo owned, that in that ſame place, he aſſerted, that 
the Church of Scotland had gone oft the Foundation, And ac. 
knowledged alſo his Intruſion inKzrkcownel, and ſeveral other 
Vacant Paroches : And that ke alſo owned, that as tothe ſub- | 
ſtance, he ſaid that the Miniſters clapt peoples Heads, and 
profaned the Sacrament,by giving it to Drunkards, Swearers, 
Ce. and that if they got not another Religion, they and their 
Religion would goto the bottomleſs pit : He acknowledged | 
that he called the Oath of Alleagance to the Queens Majeliy, 
as taken by Miniſters, a Black Oath, and that it was the bigh- | 
eſt Act of Era#ianiſm, and beyond other Encroachmentsand 
Complyances, ſince the Revolution: He confeſt that he admit- 
ted a Man belonging to another planted Congregation, 10 4 
publick profeſſion of Repentance, and thereafter allowed him 
to hold up his Child in Baptiſm, and that without the 1 
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«ace or Concurrence of any Seſſion, or other Judicatory, all 
which are contrary to his Ordination Engagements, to an or- 
tecly walk: And the General Aſſembly alſo finding that the 
aid Mr. Jahn has been guilty of a continued Tract of ſuch 
Frroneous, Seditious and diviſive Doctrines, and Schiſmatical 
ourſes, and that he obſtinately continues therein, refuſing to be 
eclaimed, not withftanding the long forbearance, the mild 
and gentile methods, and great pains that have been uſed by 
his Church in their former Aſſemblies and Commiſſions ; In 
ale much as he was in the Year One "Thouſand Six Hundred 
Ninty Four, Procefled, And was by the General Aſſembly 
in the Year One Thouſand Six Hundred Ninty Six, Found to 
leſerve the higheſt Cenſures of the Church; And yet to mani- 
felt all tenderneſs to him, willingneſs to Reclaim him, 
r that Aſſembly made very condeſcending Offers to him, which 
bchaving ſlighted, he was ſuſpended, with certification, that 
if he contravcened that Sentence, he {hould be Depoſed; 
Then the General Afembly in the Year One Thouſand Six 
Hundred Ninty Nine, upon his Application, and his profeſ- 
lag a regard to the Judicatories of this Church, his promiſ- 
ing to confine his Miniſtry within the Pariſh of Orr, and to 
entertain a Correſpondence with the Miniſtry of this Church, 
dd take off that Sentence, and enjoined him to an orderly
